WASHINGTON, January 31.—The in- 


ternal revenue hill was placed as a rider 
upon tho luriff bill In the liouse this 
aftcrtiuun by a vote of 175 to (H. The 
entire day was spent in consideration of 
amendments lo various internal revenue 
features. 
The principal fight came 


upon the proposal to increase tho tux 
upon whisky from 00 cents to $1, and lo 
extend the bonded period from three to 
eight years. 
These provisions, espe- 


cially the one looking to the increase of 
the bonded period, were bitterly op- 
posed upon both sides of the house, and 
despite tlie opposition the proposition to 
extend the bonded period to eight years 
was stricken out, while the increase of 
the tax from 90 cents to $1 was allowed 
to stand. Kentucky members say this 
will bring ruin and disaster to the 
wlitsky inturcBls of their elate.
